MINUTES OF A SPECIAL MEETING 
OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF TORRANCE 

The City Council of the City of Torrance convened in a Special 
Meeting in the City Hall, Torrance, California, on Thursday, August 
1st., 1935. 

Meeting was called to order by Mayor Ludlow at 4:30 P.M. 

Clerk Bartlett called the roll .. Those answering present were 
Councilmen: Hitchcock, Klusman, Stanger and Ludlow. Absent: 
Councilman: Tolson. 

Mayor Ludlow stated that the special meeting was called for the 
purpose of awarding contracts for drilling well and erecting tank 
for Torrance Municipal Water District No.1, and to consider right 
of way matters on Hawthorne Avenue with reference to pipe line 
franchise with Chas. H. Quandt, and to adopt a resolution employing 
O'Melveny, Tuller and Myers in connection with a proposed Bond Issue 
and to authorize the purchase and sale of an Auto Car Truck. 

Mayor Ludlow asked Engineer Leonard about right of way matters 
on Hawthorne Boulevard. Engineer Leonard stated this matter is a 
question of right of way on Hawthorne Boulevard that affects the 
laying or relocation of water line held by Mr. Quandt under franchise 
and which Mr. Quandt has made arrangements to finance as far as costs 
are concerned. It was understood that if this financing was attended 
to Mr. Quandt would be able to take care of the laying of the pipe. 
Mr. Quandt stated that he would be unable to pay for digging the 
trench and covering the pipe and believed the city should assume this 
expense. After considerable discussion it was agreed that the city 
would dig the trench and cover the pipe and Mr. Quandt would deed the 

~ 25 ft. right of way to the City. Mr. Gril~y, who had been securing 
rights of way along Hawthorne Boulevard stated that he had been unable 
to secure a deed from Fred G. Damuth and advised condemnation proceed­
ings be started at once. Councilman Klusman moved authorize 
the institution of condemnation proceedings on a portion of the south 
half (S-1/2) of Lot 17 of Meadow Park Tract in the City of Torrance, 
County of Los Angeles, State of California, for immediate possession.
